•THE Italian government seems to have 
* 
started 
p rop agandizing this 
cou n­ 
try, as a sort of back door to Eu rop e, hop ­ 
ing we’ll help Mu ssolini p u ll his chestnu ts 
ou t of the fire. 
Virginio Gayda, editor 
of a leading Italian jou rnal and sp ok esman 
for the Du ce, tells u s how wronged Italy 
wants “a more lasting, better p eace, based 
on ju stice.” 
It is generally held that Italy, selling 
her military services to the highest bidder 
in the midst of the World W ar, flop p ed 
to the Allies and then was cheated in the 
p ay off at Versailles. 
Or if this is an u n­ 
fair statement of the case, that Italy, see­ 
ing her error and tu rning to the side of 
righteou sness, reasonably exp ected more 
than she got in the victoriou s p owers’ new 
territorial deal. 
That historic event tak es on new inter­ 
est right now from the fact that Italy 
once more, having withdrawn from her 
German alliance, seems to consider joining 
the 
allied 
democracies 
again 
against 
Germany. 
Italy shou ld have ju stice, of cou rse, in 
any reasonable settlement of Eu rop ean 
p roblems. 
If she is to be anything more 
than a third-class p ower, she mu st have 
more assu red rights in the Mediterranean, 
so that she can live withou t fear of being 
bottled u p at either end of that “ Roman 
Lak e.” 
It wou ld be sensible, too, if Britain and 
France, in retu rn for p ledges of good be­ 
havior hereafter, were to do something for 
her in the way of territorial “ ap p ease­ 
m ent”.

HE schools of Toledo, Ohio, close on 
November 23 for a six-week “vaca­ 
tion.”

A rt costs sometimes ran 
u p to 5 and 6 p er cent of the total bu ild­ 
ing cost, and favored artists were given 
the jobs by their Procu rement p als. 
Then Ned Bru ce came along and u p set 
the red tap e, favoritism and all. 
Ned Bru ce is the typ e of man you ’d 
never exp ect to see in the Government. He 
is a New York er, son of a p reacher, and 
once belonged to a p owerfu l Wall Street 
law firm. 
Later he went to the Far East, 
bou ght an interest in the Manila Times, 
at that time edited by Sir Willmott Lewis, 
now of the London Times; and once op er­ 
ated an extensive develop ment comp any 
in China, the Sou th Sea 
Islands and 
French Indo-China. 
Ou t in the 
Orient Bru ce collected 
Chinese art, p articu larly landscap es. Then 
su ddenly he got tired of accu mu lating 
money, of which he had p lenty, and de­ 
cided he wou ld learn to p aint. 
Bernard 
Barenson, famou s art critic, saw some of 
his p aintings in New York and p ronou nced 
him a “real p ainter.” 
“ Don’t p u ll my leg,” rep lied Bru ce. 
“ I’ll p u ll anything I w ant abou t any­ 
thing excep t p ainting,” said Barenson, 
“and I rep eat, tha t is the work of a real 
p ainter.”

Can Avoid Comp lications 
Bu m s—Severe bu rns are cau sed 
by bu rning garments.

Simp le bu rns shou ld be treated 
with boric acid ointment or vase­ 
line, or any oil that is handy and 
reasonably sterile.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
W. K.: “Please advise me of a 
harmless, su re cu re for head lice.” 
Answer: When there is a p rofu se 
involvement it is better to clip the 
hair entirely. Treatment is designed 
to dissolve the glu e which holds the 
nits to the hair and k ill the lice and 
nits. Soak the scalp with equ al p arts 
of k erosene and vinegar, k eep ing it 
bandaged for several hou rs. Cover 
the bandage w'ith a bathing cap . 
Then comb ou t all the nits. This 
mu st be rep eated daily u ntil the nits 
are all gone. 


H. O. C.: “What is the caloric 
valu e of an ordinary glass of beer, 
glass of ginger ale and a slice of 
glu ten bread?

DIET AND HEALTH 


Applying First Aid l o Horrid Injuries 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


WE HAVE discussed surgical 
first 
aid 
emergencies. 
Medical 
emergencies include the treatment 
of fainting, possible poisoning, falls 
with head injuries, burns, frost bite, 
asphyxiation, and complications of 
sickness, such as croup, chills, colic 
and choking spells. 
Head injuries —■ A young girl 
trips on the top of a flight of stairs, 
falls down, lights on her head and 
becomes unconscious. 
In 90 per 
cent of cases the condition looks 
more alarming than it is. 
The first thing to do in such a 
case is to use your own head and 
not lose it Determine signs of life

snould keep cool and the victim 
should keep warm. Put the victim 
face down, with the forehead rest­ 
ing upon the bent arm. Be sure that 
the tongue is not obstructing the 
breathing passages. The operator 
should kneel astraddle the victim, 
facing his head, place one hand on 
each side of tho chest and alternate­ 
ly lean forward and compress it and 
then lean back, allowing the afr to 
enter the lungs. This is called the 
prone pressure method. It should 
be done in cycles which take about 
five seconds each. Pressure is ap­ 
plied for two seconds, operator 
leans back one second, rests two 
seconds, repeats.

Can Avoid Complications 


Bum s— Severe burns are caused 
by burning garments. Serious com­ 
plications can be avoided by smoth­ 
ering the person in a rug, rolling 
on the floor, even when it is not evi­ 
dent that the garments are still 
burning. 
Simple burns should b8 treated 
with boric acid ointment or vase­ 
line, or any oil that is handy and 
reasonably sterile. 
Poisoning cases—Call a doctor, 
empty the stomach, dilute the poi­ 
son. A good general antidote is soap 
and water. This also is likely to J 
empty the stomach. The stomach 
should be emptied two or three 
times and then, if water can be 
taken, it should be poured in to 
dilute the poison. 
Low temperature emergencies— 
The body's parts most vulnerable to 
freezing are the ears, cheeks, nose, 
fingers and toes. The first aid of 
frost bite includes the use of gradu­ 
ally increased warmth — applica­ 
tion first of snow, then of the hand, 
then of friction, then of the fire.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


W. K.: “Please advise me of a 
harmless, sure cure for head lice.” 
Answer: When there is a profuse 
involvement it is better to clip the 
hair entirely. Treatment is designed 
to dissolve the glue which holds the 
nits to the hair and kill the lice and 
nits. Soak the scalp with equal parts 
of kerosene and vinegar, keeping it 
bandaged for several hours. Cover 
the bandage with a bathing cap. 
Then comb out all the nits. This 
must be repeated daily until the nits 
arc all gone. 


II. O. C.: “What is the caloric 
value of an ordinary glass of beer, 
glass of ginger ale and a slice of 
gluten bread? How many calories 
in a slice of ordinary so-called dia­ 
betic bread?” 
Answer: Beer, six-ounce glass— 
HO calories; ginger ale, six-ounce 
glass— IOO calories; gluten bread or 
other diabetic breads, one thick slice 
(four ounces)—250 calories. 


L. B. C.: “Please give the diet 
and treatment for pellagra. Is there 
any known cure for pellagra?” 
Answer: We now have a specific 
treatment for pellagra that is com­ 
pletely successful. It is nicotinic 
acid. The diet to prevent pellagra 
is meat, potato, fresh fruit and 
fresh vegetables.

BUSY B E A V E R S 
HALT 
E R O S I O N 
OF 
FARM 
LANDS 


CASTLE ROCK, Colo.,- Beavers 
who have b een supplying fashion­ 
ab le women with fu r coats 
for 
many a year, have found a new 
job that is much to their liking. 
Beavers around Castle 
Rock 
have b een put to w ork,to prevent 
the erosion of valuab le farm land 
b y b uilding dams and stopping ex­ 
cess flow of w ater, according to 
M ott R. Duncan, area b iologist for 
the soil conservation service. 
The possib ility of using b eavers 
in conserving soil and w ater was 
recognized only a year ago when 
an injured b eaver prevented seri­ 
ous damage to a potato field from 
a heavy rain. 
The b eaver had b een crippled 
and was caught b y CCC b oys and 
nursed 
b ack to health. It 
was 
placed in a stream near the potato 
field and immediately it went to 
work b uilding a little dam which 
sub sequently saved the crop from 
b eing washed out, Duncan reveal­ 
ed. 
As a result of this discovery, the 
conservation service and the State 
Game Commission this year plac­ 
ed thirteen b eavers in the Castle 
Rock area to prevent the cutting 
of stream b anks and to conserve 
w ater for farm crops. 
The industrious animals, which 
provided Kit Carson and his moun­ 
tain men with a lucrative trapping 
b usiness along Colorado streams 
in pre-Civil W ar days, are b eing 
rapidly placed in stream s running 
along farm lands and encouraged 
to b uild dams to prevent erosion. 
Duncan said great success has 
b een noted with the experiments 
on several farms in this area, some 
farm ers even using the dam wa­ 
ter to irrigate their crops.

Beavers around Castle 
Rock 
I have been put to work,to prevent 
I the erosion of valuable farm land 
J by building dams and stopping ex­ 
cess flow of water, according to 
Mott R. Duncan, area biologist for 
the soil conservation service. 
The possibility of using beavers 
in conserving soil and water was 


J recognized only a year ago when 
an injured beaver prevented seri­ 
ous damage to a potato field from 
a heavy rain. 
The beaver had been crippled 
and was caught by CCC boys and 
nursed 
back to health. It 
was 
I placed in a stream near the potato 
field and immediately it went to 
work building a little dam which 
subsequently saved the crop from 
being washed out, Duncan reveal­ 
ed. 
As a result of this discovery, the 
conservation service and the State 
Game Commission this year plac­ 
ed thirteen beavers in the Castle 
Rock area to prevent the cutting 
of stream banks and to conserve 
water for farm erops. 
The industrious animals, which 
provided Kit Carson and his moun­ 
tain men with a lucrative trapping 
business along Colorado streams 
in pre-Civil War days, are being 
rapidly placed in streams running 
along farm lands and encouraged 
! to build dams to prevent erosion. 
Duncan said great success has 


j been noted with the experiments 
on several farms in this area, some 
farmers even using the dam wa­ 
ter to Irrigate their crops.
